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About one dozen food 
editors and just plain news- 
paper persons attended a 
demonstration and lunc- 
heon Saturday at the Nut 
Tree on Interstate 80 above 
Vacaville. 

One of the many interest- 
ing facets of the visit was 
the demonstration put on by 
Frank Bera, produce and 
fruit buyer for the popular 
tourist spot. 


Bera, who has been in the 
roduce and fruit purchas- 
ing business for a great 
many years, gave out some 
of his trade secrets on how 
to select ripe fruit, giving 
visual demonstrations of 
his art to the assembled 
guests. 
_ One of the most interest- 
ing demos was his way of 
selecting watermelons. He 
emphasized that regardless 
of variety, those that select 
the melon by thumping or 
shaking the fruit can be 
stung just as badly as the 
next person. Bera buys his 
melons from one farmer 
who turns his melons as 
they ripen, making the en- 
tire melon one color. He 
prefers his melons without 
a white spot and buys the 
striped variety over the 
een colored watermelon. 
ie said the lighter striped 
variety has a lot more 
sugar content and the oppo- 
site is true of the green var- 
iety, more color, less sugar.

He went through the 


melon lines, showing that 
the cantaloupe with the 
most netting is the ripest, 
and emphasized the color is 
not of the prime impor- 
tance. He also cut and 
showed that the cantaloupe 
he had selected was in 
prime condition, yet it was 
not fully colored. 

When selecting strawber- 
ries, always check the 
stem. The stem should be 
fresh and the color of the 
berry shiney. Strawberries 
that are dull in color show 
the fruit is old and has been 
overly handled, Bera said. 


One of his most interest- 
ing comments was that the 
melon market will soon be 
limited to watermelons, 
honeydews, cantaloupes, 
with the persian and casaba 
being phased out. He said of 
the over 40 varieties of me- 
lons, the above will be the 
only ones obtainable within 
a few years. 

‘When Bera selects to- 
matoes, he prefers those 
le grown as they are less 
iable to rot and have no 
water spots and usually are 
uniformly ripened. He de- 
monstrated that, on the 
other hand, figs should have 
asmall crack near the stem 
end to show they are ready 
for harvest and are ripe. 

Using a rule of thumb, he 
said “‘the smaller the pro- 
duce, the more tender it’s 
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| Buyers should not specify a 


going to be.’’ He uses his 


contracting with the grower 
and purchasing his lettuce, 
tomatoes, corn, etc. di- 
rectly from the farmer. 

After his demonstration 
of the proper way to purch- 
ase fruits and vegetables, 
Bera showed how the fam- 
ous restuarant prepares the 
reknown fruit platter and 
fruit dishes served at the 
Nut Tree. As an illustration 
of the freshness of the 
fruits, the Nut Tree flies in 
its own pineapples daily. 
Pineapples ordered today 
are cut and shipped directly 
to the Nut Tree, and, being 
picked ripe, they do not 

ave the problem of ripen- 
ing them as does the local 
housewife. : 

All in all, there was much 
to learn at the Nut Tree Re- 
staurant from a man who 
knows that a tree picked 
avocado has a stem and a 
wind-fallen one has none. 
He buys, it might be added, 
the tree picked avocado 
over the wind-fallen ones as 
the tree ripened fruit is 
more mature. 

The menu at the Nut 
Tree, where children are 
welcomed, runs from 
Chinese dishes to roast 
duckling and New York 
steaks. There are inside 
and outside eating places as 
well as the gift shop, wine 
shop and variety shops.

Mini-Editorial: 

Elderly home-owners, 
eager to remain in their 
homes but finding it dif- 
ficult due to inflationary 
costs, may be interested in 
the split-equity program, 
advocated by a group fof fi- 
nance promoters. Realizing 
the strong emotional ties 
that bind the elderly-home 
owner to the house in which 
he spent most of his life, the 
group proposes to sell the 

use to an investor who in 
turn will be required to 
lease it back to the oldster, 
so that he may live in it for 
the rest of his life. The in- 
vestor absorbs the property 
costs, insurance and main- 
tainance and provides the 
oldster with a monthly in- 
come for the equity. 

In our opinion, this 
scheme has serious flaws 
which seniors should be 
made aware. 1) The senior 
gets no cash from the sale 
of his house, except 6%. 
(Example, if the house sells 
for $100,00, the oldster gets 
only $6000.00 in cash.) 2) 
The senior is required to 
make monthly paves on 
the lease, which means that 
he is paying rent to live in 
his own home. 3) The 
monthly payments. he 
makes are deducted from 
the monthly income that the 
investor pays him. 4) The 
lease must be renewed 
after 10 years, and since the 
house no longer belongs to 


® the senior his heirs cannot 


inherit it. 5) No matter how 
much the property in- 
creases in value as the 
years go by, the senior’s 
monthly income stays the 
same. 

It appears to us that the 
benefits to the promoter 
and investor are much gre- 
ater than to the elderly- 
homeowner. The investor, 
only makes a 10% down 
payment, and claims tax 
write-offs on interest, de- 
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preciation and mainte- 
nance. The promoter’s pro- 
fit comes from large com- 
missions. We at the Center, 
realize that a plan is needed 
that will assist older folks 
on modest incomes to re- 
main in their own homes, 
but is this the right one? We 


doubt it! THE WORD

TION!!!!

RIVERSIDE — What 
were long thought to be 
harmless impurities in a 
household pesticide can ac- 
tually be poisonous to pes- 


ticide users, their pets and 
other animals if handled 
carelessly. 


Researchers at the Uni- 
versity of California, 
Riverside have urged cau- 
tion in the use of malathion, 
contained in 34 home an 
tee products sold in 

alifornia. UCR findings 
reveal that a small percen- 
tage of impurities can make 
a big difference in the 
hazard of this pesticide to 
humans. 

Up to 5 percent impurities 
are usually contained in 
malathion of American 
manufacture. ‘‘Because 
this level of impurities is re- 
latively low, store-bought 
malathion — used with cau- 
tion — is still one of the 
safest insecticides you can 
buy,’”? says UCR chemist 
Roy Fukuto. 


However, impurities may 
increase when the product 
is stored for six months or 
longer. 


Malathion is almost as 
poisonous absorbed through 
the skin as it is when swal- 
lowed. It should not be kept 
on low shelves within reach 
of children or pets. 

UCR findings came from 
the first comprehensive in- 
vestigation of pesticide in- 
purities. 


‘“Fukuto’s group has put 
all pesticide impurities 
under a new light,’’ says 
Bob Kuykendall, hazardous 
materials chief for the En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) in San 
Francisco. ‘‘He and his col- 
leagues have looked at the 
panteteie aie eerie we- 
ren’t concerned about and 
have shown that they may 
be more dangerous than the 
active ingredients.”

member is 62 years old or 
older. The amendment also 
states the reduction in 
parking shall apply only in 
the designated R-3 and C-E 
districts. 

The Council agreed to 
enter into an agreement 
with Diamond International 
to supply election materials 
for the coming City 
Election in April for a total 
cost of $6,227. and that the 
City Engineer, Robert 
Guletz, is authorized to 
advertise and receive bids 
for the Stannage Avenue 
improvement project. They 
also gave the Green Peace 
Foundation a 30 day permit 
to solicit funds in the City 
hegimning September 1 and 
ending on October 1. 

The Council -also named 
Mayor Robert E. Luoma as 
the voting delegate of 
Albany to the League of 
California Cities conference 
in September, and named 
Vice-Mayor Howell as his 
alternate.
